YOUR ELECTRIC STOVE : Miss 
Caroline Judson, Home Designing- 
Specialist, Alberta Dept. of Agricult 
ure has some tips for us on the care 
of that new electric stove: 

The purchase of an electric 
represents a substantial outlay, be 
sure you take care of it. Use sause- 
pans and kettles that fit the elements. 
A small pan on a large element wastes 
electriciy; a large pan extending over 
the element will discolor and crack 
the enamel stove top, Sometimes it is 
necessary to use a pan larger than the 
element. In this case,, get a sheet of 
asbestos about two inches larger than 
the daimeter of the bottom of the pan 
Lay it on the range and cut a hole in 
the centre the size of the element. This 
exposes the element but protects the 
chrome and porcelain surroundinp it 

Use perfectly flat bottomed pans for 
an even distribution of heat. Pans 
should have tight fitting covers. When 
you cook vegetables do so in a small 
amount of water and generate a large 
amount of steam. This in turn makes 
economical cooking in costs and helps 
you keep the food value in your meals

Alternate the use of your surface 
elements; Reduce the heat as soon as 
food starts to boil. Water that boils 
gently is just as hot as water that 
bubbles fiercely. 

Immedently wipe up water, acid or 
fat spilled on the elements or ename! 
Cold water will crack, acid and fat 
will stain the white surface. 

Careful use and common sence will 
greatly prolong the life and beauty 
of your electric stove.

THE TRACTOR,A LETHAL WEAPON 

The farm tractor can be one of the 
most lethal weapons with which we 
have to deal, Each year many deaths 
are caused by this machine being care 
lessly or improperly operated, and al- 
most equally as bad are the innumer 
able accidens that cause loss of limbs, 
permanent disabilies, and loss of time 
and revenue, 

The most usual accidents are caused 
by overturning, either sideways or 
backwards. The main reasons for upset 
ting accidents are high speed, uneven 
application of wheel brakes, improper 
hitching and ‘homemade traction,” 
where a log or post is bolted on to 
the tractor wheel with the idea of 
letting the tractor pull itself out of a 
hole. : 

Carelessness around power take-off 
shafts, belts, pulleys and other rapid'y 
moving parts cause many accidents. 
Care in shielding these parts is anoth- 
er wise percaution, Cranking the tract 
or while in gear maims several people 
each year and generally does other 
damage, One of the most common 
causes of farm accidents is fatigue. 
When the operator becomes tired his 
reflexes are slowed down considerably 
warns C. A, Cheshire, Extension Eng- 
ineer, Alberta Dept. of Agriculture. 
This makes the handling of any power 
equipment very dangerous. Be Careful!
